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Hie present inventioo aims to provide an absorbent article of the aforesaid kind in which 
the ridge-Uke part curves genUy and has been produced without induding an insert in the 
absorbent body, 

SUMMARY OP THE INVENHON 

TlJeSB ol^ects are achieved in accordance with the invention with an absorbent artide in the 
form of a sanitary napkin, a panty liner or an incontinence protector which indodes a front 
portion, a rear portion, a liquid^penneable top sheet, a liquid-impenneable baddng sheet, 
and an absorbent body or pad enclosed between the top sheet and' baddng sheet, said 
artide having in its rear portion a longitudinally outstanding part whidi extends in the fonn 
of a ridge from that side of the artide that indudes the top sheet, said artide being 
diaracterised in that a central string of material extends in the rear portion of the artide. 
and in that the absorbent body endosed between the top and baddng sheets extends around 
the long sides of said string in the rear ponion of the artide. Folding of the absori)em body 
around a string of materul results in a genfly rounded ridge-like devation. 

In one preferred embodhnent of the invention, the string comprises a rear portion of a 
longitudinaUy extending strip of flexible material that presents a high coefBdent of Action 
to textile material and whid» extends in the from and the rear portions of the artide and is 
attadied to the backing sheet on that side thereof distal from the absorbent body. TTiis 
ensures that the front portion of the article wiU not move retotive to the undeigarments of 
the wearer when the artide is in use. 

Tliose parts of the anide whidi e^d around the long sides of the string of tape material 
extending in the rear portion of the artide abut with and are attadied to eadi other in at 
least one place.. The strip of flexible material is prefenibly comprised of an elastic foam 
material whidi is mounted in a stretdied state in the rear portion of the artide and in a 
relaxed state in the front portion of said artide. wherewith mutually adjacent parts of the 
string of strip material are fastened together in at least one place. The strip extends 
symmetrically on both sides of the longitudimd symmetry axis of the artide and has in the 
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
